dead is the casuality estimate, while 
thousands are homeless. 
Concepcion. Tetililla and Coatepeo, 
three villages, were also damaged. 
The combined population of the de

is 
2d,000. 
Government triceps all<Y 
provisions 
arc being rushed to the scene. Tele­ 
graphic communication is interrupt­ 
ed .and little informat.on has reached 
here. 
Not a building was left stand­ 
ing in Chilpancingo. and the greater 
part of Chilapa is burned, 
it is be­ 
lieved there are three hundred dead 
ther^. 
Most of the dead were incin­ 
erated, and the exact 
number will 
never be known. 
The survivors among the Inhabi­ 
tants, many of whom were Americans 
engaged in a wild rush to escape, 
and hundreds were cut off by flames 
before they could reach the outskirts. 
Scores of these are said to have per­ 
ished in the blazing ruins. 
Advices received

state that 
the city has been completely w iped 
©ut. 
Die Praying in Streets. 
The first shock was not heavy and, 
as seismic disturbances a r e frequent, 
little attention was paid to it. 
It 
came early in the evening. The death- 
det^ng quake c a m e in the middle of 
the night, when the 15,000 inhabi­ 
tants were asleep. 
At the first heavy crash the people 
ran into the streets, and thousands 
fell on their 
knees 
amongst 
the 
ram bling houses to pray. 
Others 
rushed to the churches and were bur­ 
ied iu the collapsing ruins. 
Fire Cuts Off Escape.

Two Shocks Felt 
WASHINGTON, March 
28.— T w o I 
greta earthquakes were recorded in 
the weather bureau here. 
Four ex­ 
cellent records of each shock were 
obtained, in which all the details of 
the phenomena are shown with great 
distinctness. 
The first shock was much greater 
than the second 
and 
began with 
great distinctness at 0:09:22 p. rn. 
The second shock oegan with equal 
distinctness at 10:45:22 p. in. 
Duration of Shocks 
The duration of the first prelim­ 
inary tremors in the first shock was 
exactly the tame in all of the rec­ 
ords and amounted lo five minutes 
and three seconds. 
The first prelim­ 
inary tremor in the second 
shock 
lasted only four minutes and fifty- 
four seconds. 
The distance in the 
first case would be a little over 2.400 
miles probably, and the second case 
slightly less than 2,400 miles. This 
disturbance agrees so closely with 
that indicated for an earthquake re­ 
corded on the afternoon of March 
25 as to suggest that all three of 
these earthquakes originated in near­ 
ly the sa toe locality.
